thereby supply a scientific criterion for the improvement of the cultivation of these acid 
fruits and for the cure of their diseases. . 

Article 2.—THe date for sending in the works competing for the said prize is fixed for 
the end of May 1881. 

Essays by Italians, or by foreigners written in Italian, are admissible to the competi- 
tion ; but if written in another language they must be accompanied by an Italian translation. 

The essays sent in for competition are to be sent to the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Industry, and Commerce, with the superscription—‘‘ Competition for the Prizes for the best 
essay on the genus Citrus,” aud they must be distinguished by a motto to be given also, on 
a sealed cover containing the name and address of the author. . 

Article 3.—The award upon the essays of the competitors will be issued by the Commis- 
sion appointed in pursuance of the Royal Decree of February 14, 1877, No. 8684, within 
ten months from the close of the competition. 

The cover that bears the motto of the essay to which the reward is to be granted will 
be opened ; the covers corresponding with the unsuccessful essays will be burnt unopened. 

The copyright of the essays sent in for competition is reserved to the respective authors ;

* 3. Water shall not ordinarily be granted where the length of the village channel, from | 
its head to its point of contact with the village boundary, exceeds two (2) miles. 
r 4. Water for irrigation shall not be supplied, except through a village channel so con-

<< so as to exclude any evidence of fact which appears to the High Court essential to the 

etermination of the rights of the parties, and that such defect was not amended on first 
appeal, or on the ground that the lower appellate court has disposed of the suit or appeal on 
a preliminary point without investigating the suit on its merits, and such decision is reversed, 
the Registrar shall grant an order of refund of the court fees so paid under section 18, Act 
VII of 1870, to the appellant on his application, provided that such application is made 
within three months of the date of the order of remand.

They will not resemble the certificates 
issued under the Ordgr in Council, nor will they be numbered in the same series. Such 
certificates will not bé recognized in the United Kingdom, and it will be necessary for the 
holders of them to undergo a fresh examination, either in the United Kingdom, in order 

_ to obtain certificates from the Board of Trade, or in Calcutta, in order to obtain Colonial 
certificates under the Order in Council.

23, Persons irrigating lands from a canal without a written permit for water for such 
lands, or taking water at times prohibited by proper authority, shall be chargeable with 
double water-rates on the aren irrigated.

1. No  passenger-boat or steam-ferry shall 
ply for hire either wholly within, or partly within 
and partly without the limits of the Port unless 
licensed and registered by the Port Commissioners 

$ as Conservators of the Port under the provisions 
of Act XII of 1875. No such boat or ferry shall 
be allowed to ply as aforesaid, except under the 
direction of a person licensed by the Port Com- 
missioners. 

2. Every application for the licensing and 

-registration of a passenger-boat or steam-ferry 
must be made in writing to the Port Commis- 
sioners, and coutain particulars of the owner’s 
name and residence, or, in the event of the owner 
not residing in Calcutta, the name and residence 
of the agent duly authorized to act for him, a 
description of the vessel and the number of 
passengers which it is intended to carry. 


3. Every license granted under these rules 
shall continue in force for one year from the 
date on which such license was issued, unless it 
shall have been revoked under the provisions of 
these rules. ‘the license is not transferable, and 
if the ownership of the boat is changed, notice of 
the transfer must be given to the Port Commis- 
sioners before the boat again plies in the port. 


4. No license shall be granted to any 
passenger-boat or steam-ferry until such vessel 
shall have been surveyed by a surveyor duly 
appointed for the purpose, and he shall have 
granted a certificate stating the following parti- 
culars :

16. Every licensed passenger-boat or steam- 
ferry, when plying, shall have its license on board, 
which shall be produced when required. 


17. An owner of a passenger-boat or steam- 
ferry who may withdraw it from plying, except for 
the purpose of repairs or other sufficient cause, 
without giving 48 hours’ notice to the Port 
Commissioners, shall, in addition to the penalty 
prescribed by Act XII of 1875 for a breach of 
these rules, be liable to have the license revoked. 














18. Every person registered under Rule 1 shall — 
be siorided ith a metal license ticket, upon 
which shall be legibly painted the number of his 
license, and such person when in charge of 
a licensed vessel shall wear his ticket to - 
view.
